Thane engines have in- 
jection nuwps (ustrikovaei /serpadls) made of aluminum of such poor quality 
that they vor* quickly wear out awl leak, with the result that the fuel sprays 
out over the engine. Complaints about thi3 defect cons from ever* country to 
which these engines have been exported.

Until recently tire 
plant >ras vroclucing large en;ines for the Turanian oil fields 0 However, as 
production of theme engines is very slow, it has been stopped, and the Victory 
has boon switched to producing easier types of Diesels in order to achieve its 
125 per cent. At present there is no mar’ cot for those simpler types, so they 
are being stored. Each engine is worth about 150,000 crowns, and at present 
there are 240 in store. 
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
